NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY ORDERED:
1. Rule 11.04 is amended by adding the following sentence at the beginning of
the first paragraph of that rule:

'"The_Omnibus Hearing may include a pretrial dispositional conference to

determine whether the case can be resolved without scheduling it for trial."
2. This amendment to the Rules of Criminal Procedure shall govern all criminal

actions commenced or arrests made after 12 o’clock midnight January 1,

1991.
